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PARKY SOUND IMMIGRATION. 

W. A. Wiison, reeve of the town- 
ship of Christie in the Parry Sound 
district, is visiting the Edmonton dis- 
trict with a view to settlement. Jas. 
Mitchell, one of the councillors of the 
same township, is visiting in the 
neighborhood of Killarney, Southern 
Manitoba, in the same interest; and 
John Byers, also a councillor of the 
township, is at Devil’s lake, North 
Dakota, with a similar object. The 
township of Christie is on the line of 
the Ottawa & Parry Sound railway, 
about 20 miles east of the town and 
port of Parry Sound, and some- 
what further west cf the Grand 
Trunk railway which crosses the O. & 
P.S. at Scotia. So that the town- 
ship is most fortunately situated as 
to transportation facilities. | There 
are about 175 farmers in the town- 
ship. The township councillors who 
have been mentioned as visiting other 
localities in the interests of immigra- 
tion are net immigration delegates. 
They are each one on his own account 
prospecting for new locations, When 
so many of the prominent men of a 
community manifest the same desire 
at the same time to change their 
location the fact has some significance. 
It means that if these men wish to 
move there must be substantial reasons 
for their wanting to do so; and that 
there are others. If the conditions in 
the favorably situated township of 
Christie induce a desire to remove 
it is fair to suppose that as like con- 
ditions prevail in a large number 
of other, and most of them less favor- 
ably situated, townships in the Parry 
Sound district, there is in those other 
townships also a desire and may be 
an intention on the part of the people 
to remove. 

The conditions in the township of 
Christie are that the greater part of 
the surface of the township is rugged 
and rocky, yielding to cultivation 
with great difficulty, if at all, and at 
best only partially. There are a few 
good farms, but the greater number 
are too rugged to be capable of suc- 
cessful cultivation. With a_ brisk 
local market for produce and a lively 
Gemand for labor during the slack sea- 
sons on the farms farming would be 
fairly profitable. This condition prevail- 
ed while lumbering was in progress in 
the neighboring country, and was the 
cause of the district being settled. 
But lumbe:ing has practically ceased 
within a distance that allows it to be 
of any benefit to the settlers of 
Christie township. After the lum- 
bering was dene there was pulp wood, 
tan bark and possibly a little cord- 
wood to give slight and unremurera- 
tive employment to the farmers, but 
the local market for their produce, 
which the lumbering afforded, failed 
with the closing up of that industry, 
and instead of having the advantage 
of the freight on produce in his 
favor, the Parry Sound farmer now 
has the freight against him in getting 
to an outside market. The limited 
amount of production prevents the 
possibility of a good export produce 
market being established. Consequent- 
ly even the man on a good farm finds 
himself facing a difficult market, and 
the man on a poor farm finds the pulp 
wood and tan bark on which he de- 
pended duiing recent years becoming 
exhausted, and nothing else in sight. 
This is a condition which prevails 
throughout the Parry Sound district 
of say 100 townships, and as a con- 
scquence a very large number of the 
people will move away before long. 
No doubt many will stay, but there is 
less doubt that many will go—some- 
where, the only question is where. 

This is a question that is worthy of 
the most serious consideration of our 
immigration department. Here are 
thousands of people who certainly 
will remove from their present loca- 
tion, If Canada was an island, most 
likely they would remove to the 
Northwest. But Canada is not an 
island. If Canada has an active 
immigration policy so have certain in- 
terests amongst our neighbors. The 
Parry Sound people would be desir- 
able settlers in any country. This 
fact is not unknown to United States 
immigration agents. Hundreds of 
people from the Parry Sound, as from 
other districts of Canada, have gone 


to the States. While the people are 
naturally favorable vo our own coun- 
try, and while we have a better 
country here for settlement than 
exists in the United States, it is still 
possible that, given active and ener- 
getic United States agents working 
in that district, offering special in- 
ducements in the way of cheap rail- 
way fares, etc, and using all the 
arguments that immigration agents 
can use, many of them can be induced 
to go to the States unless some coun- 
teracting influence is brought to bear. 
Are we to shut our eyes to the facts. 
of this case and lose hundreds or 
perhaps thousands of our own people 
to the United States, where so many 
hundreds have already gone, or are 
we to use reasonable endeavors to 
retain our own people in our own 
country by securing them such low 
rates of transportation, both as land 
seekers and as immigrants, as are 
accorded the people from every other 
country on earth; and in other ways 
place before them the fact that they 
are wanted in their own country ; 
which as yet has not been made very 
prominent !

YUKON LANDS. 


Land in the Yukon district may be 
sold in blocks of forty acres, at $10 an 
acre cash, all minerals being reserved, 
with right of entry to mine. Sales are 
made only after approval by the com- 
missioner. If within ten years from 
the date of sale any part of the tract 
purchased becomes a town site by being 
occupied by 200 persons within one 
mile square, one-third of the area pur- 
chased reverts to the crown. 

Town sites may be located by the 
commissioner wherever he may please, 
Dawson City, Fort Selkirk and mouth 
of Stewart river are suggested as such 
sites. At all important points a re- 
serve of 40 acres or more is to be 
made. No land to be sold within 100 
feet of the edge of a navigable stream. 
Government town lots are to be sold 
by auction after 30 days advertisement 
in Yukon papers. After the first sale 
of any town site, lots on that town site 
may be sold at the discretion of the 
commissioner. Anthracite coal lands 
will be sold at $40 an acre and ordinary 
coal lands at $20 an acre. Licenses 
and permits for hay and grazing lands 
will be granted under general regula- 
tions. The minister of interior may 
authorize blocks of land of any size to 
be surveyed and sold by public auction. 


YUKON GOVERNMENT. 


The council appointed to assist Com- 
missioner Ogilvie in the administration 
of the Yukon is composed of F.C. 
Wade, legal adviser; 8. B. Steele, 
superintendent of police ; Judge T. H. 
McGuire and J. E. Girouard, registrar. 
The commissioner may veto any ordin- 
ance of the council, or may reserve 
any ordinance for zonsideration of the 
governor-in-council. Appointments to 
offices created by local ordinances or 
supported out of local revenues are 
made by the commissioner, but may be 
disapproved by the governor-in-council.

A MILLION AND A HALF OF TRADE. 


An estimate of the amount of merchan- 
dise sold at Edmonton during the year end- 
ing Sept. Ist, was made last week by C, 
Gallagher, president of the board of trade, 
after consultation with the leading mer- 
chants.

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FROM PEEL RIVER. 

W. R. Howey returned from Peel 
river on Friday afternoon by way of 
the Athabasca. He left Macpherson 
on July 23rd on the H. B. steamer 
Wrigley, tok the Graham from 
Smith to McMurray and came by row 
boat up the Athabasca from Mc- 
Murray. 

In company with a man named 
Bond Mr. Howey attempted to cross 
over from the Peel to the Porcupine 
by way of Rat River. They had a 
skiff, with about 1,600 pounds of 
cargo and an Indian guide. In the 
swift water they doubled with Purches 
and Filadeau. The latter two went 
through. Had Howey and Bond 
been more lightly leaded, say 1,000 
pounds to the boat they could have 
got through. As it was they found 
the labor and delay greater than the 
value of the supplies. After return- 
ing down the Rat river Bond walked 
accross the portage to La Pierre's 
house. 

Rat river enters the Peel by 
two months, about 20 miles apart. 
The upper mouth about 20 miles be-- 
low Macpherson is directly opposite 
the head of the right hand fork of the 
Peel up which the boats come from 
the Mackenzie. The lower mouth of 
Rat river, is about twenty miles 
further north and enters the left hand 
or westerly fork of the Peel, called 
the Huskie river. The upper fork of 
the Rat river gives the shortest route 
from Macpherson and is generally 
taken in high water, as it has very 
little current. It passes’ through a 
maze of 26 lakes, which should not 
be attempted without a guide, and in 
low water it becomes too shallow for 
travel. The more northerly mouth is 
the main stream, it is direct, and is 
deep at all seasons. From the Peel to 
the foot of the rapids on Rat river is 
about 25 miles, or two days paddling. 
There is very little current, but the 
banks do not admit of tracking or the 
bottom of poling. From this point 
up the stream is very crooked and 
swift, falling 1,200 feet in about | 
twenty-five miles direct. From the 
head of slack water, on Rat river to 
steamboat navigation on Bell river, is 
35 miles. A survey for a road was 
made some years ago by James Mc- 
Dougall, H B. Co. factor, and it was 
pronounced easily practicable. After 
working seven days in the rapids and 
making about ten miles, as the water 
was lowering and the rapids getting 
more difficult, Messrs. Howey and 
Bond gave up the attempt anc return- 
ed to Macpherson. Mr. Howey is of 
the opinion that about that time or 
soon after the water would be alto- 
gether too low to take boats through. 
The best plan for the propectors who 
were over loaded with supplies was 
to prospect the Peel river for the rest 
of the season and go into winter 
quarters at the head of slack water on 
Rat river, pulling over the 35 miles 
te Bell river in the winter. This 
would be much better than taking the 
portage from Macpherson to La Pierre’s 
house. The river banks from Mac- 
pherson down do not admit of pros- 
pecting as there is no gravel. Being 
in the delta of the Mackenzie, the 
mud breught down by the rivers over- 
lies everything. The banks are low | 
and become flvoded all the way below | 
Macpherson. The mountains to be 
crossed are not nearly as rugged as 
the Rockies, west of Calgary. There 


is grass around the lakes mentioned. 
The surface of the country generally 
is frozen and covered with moss. 
There was frost every night while the 
party were attempting to ascend Rat 
river. 

The ordinary charge for packing 
across the portage from Macpherson 
to La Pierre's house was $12 per 100. 
Time, five to six days with loads of 50 
to 100 pounds; and two to three days re- 
turning light. Of course much higher 
prices were paid by the prospectors. 
The principal cost was not what the 
Indians charged so much as what the 
miners gave away. 


The Baudett party from Peace 
River Crossing were the first of those 
who started this year to reach Mac- 
pherson. They arrived on June 24th. 
Milne and Gill arrived from Atha- 
basca Landing on the 25th. The 
Brown-Morse party arrived on July 
ith. They went up Peel river, as 
also did Moody and Smith, of the 


Fresno party. 


Up to July 26th 457 pros r 
called at Fort Good eos a 
Arctic Circle, on their way down to 
Peel river, The Wrigley met 13 
boats between Macpherson and Good 
Hope, ard five between Good Hope 
and Norman. Buffalo Jones was at 
Norman on his way out by the Yukon. 
He said he has secured several musk 
ox calves, but they were not to be 
seen. ‘T'wo boats were met between 
Normar. and Wrigley, one between 
W rigley and Simpson, and five be- 
tween Simpson and Providence. None 
were seen on Great Slave lake as the 
Wrigley did not take the boat route! 
Probably a dozen were lying at Re. 
solution. Some waiting for the re- 
turn of the Wrigley to tow them 
across Great Slave lake, and some 
suterested in the reported silver strike 
on the islands in the lake. A num 
ber were at Fort Smith, having passed 
the portages there. Gilmour, form. 
erly of the H. B. office, Edmonton 
was at Smith. At Resolution and 
Chipewyan were several parties who | 
had come to McMurray by the Prince 
Alhert route. One party had left 
Prince Albert early in May and had 
reached Chipewyan on August 15th, 


after a very bard trip. They were 
much discouraged and thought of 
tracking up Peace River. 

The steamer Enterprise had goue 
up the Peel, which is said to be navi- 
gable for about 100 miles. Hendrix 
had sold his steamer to the H. B. Co. 
at Norman. The Minnehaha had 
gone up the Liard. The Lillian B 
was at Fort Smith. A Mr. Jones had 
a steamer at Resolution. The canvas 
steamer had been wrecked on Great 
Slave lake. No one drowned. 

Mr. Howey left his winter camp on 
the Liard at the mouth of the Beaver 
on May 5th. The river broke on 
the 4th. : 

During his winter trip south from 
Fort Nelson, when a day and a half 
from Nelson river he saw the names, 
Gilbert Velgue, Harry Garbett and 
W. Taylor, marked with eharcoai on 
newly blazed trees without date and 
the words, “ Looking for the Liard.”
